A COVENANT IS A CONTRACT 

The Covenant of Baha’u’11ah binds God to the believers and the believers 
to God in an everlasting unity. Baha'u'llah continues this unity by making 
His son, Abdu'l-Baha His successor and the center of His Covenant. Abdu'l- 
Baha, in his Will and Testament, Continues Baha'u'llah's descendancy in an 
institution of a line of guardians, which is to continue for a 500 century 
cycle. He is the living person to whom all must turn. He is the living head 
of the Universal House of Justice, giving it its infallibility and direction. 
He is the living person for the connection of God with man. To separate 
oneself from him is to separate oneself from God, Will and Testament page 11. 


"whoso deviateth, separateth himself and turneth aside from him hath in truth 
deviated, separated himself and turned aside From sod. May the wrath, the 
fierce indignation, the vengeance of God rest upon him! The mighty stronghold 
shall remain impregnable and safe through obedience to him who is the 
guardian of the Cause of God." 

Will and Testament page 11 


When one separates himself from God he then is open for a man made plan in 
place of the plan of Sod. Is God's plan not perfect that man must institute a 
plan of his own? Is man's plan goad? 


"Those on the other hand, who prefer their own way to God's way, as revealed 
by the Manifestation, thereby consign themselves to the hell of selfishness, 
error and enmity." Baha'u'llah and the New Era page 270, 1953 edition 


The man made plan in this case is a headless, handless body, separated 
from its head--the guardian. The fierce indignation and vengeance of God that 
is to rest upon him is that those who follow this man made plan will go down 
in the oncoming catastrophe. 

Do you know that your premise, as well as your premises, is resting on a 
fault? Read Numbers 16:31. 
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THE COVENANT 

The most important thing about Baha'u'llah fulfilling the prophecies for 
the second Messiah is that He was a direct descendant of King David. The word 
"Messiah" or "Christ" means "a descendant of King David who is anointed." Had 
Baha'u'llah fulfilled the name, date, address, and mission prophecies--the 
calling card--without being a descendant of David, He couldn't have been the 
second Messiah. The same applies to Jesus. Although Jesus fulfilled the 
prophecies, had He not been a direct descendant of David, He couldn't have 
been the first Messiah. This is why Jesus gave His genealogy through His 
father Joseph back to David. Without this genealogy, Jesus would have been a 
gross impostor as far as being the Christ or Messiah was concerned. 

And in order for Baha'u'llah to be the second Christ, the second Messiah, 
He had to be a direct descendant of David, specifically in the royal line, 
because the second Messiah is to be seated on David's throne (Isaiah 9:6-7). 
To understand this point about David's throne, we will look at the Covenant 
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God made with David. This Covenant appears in Psalms 89, verses 3 and 4, and 
verses 27 through 37: 


Thou hast said, "I have made a covenant with my chosen one, I have sworn to 
David my servant, 'I will establish your descendants forever, and build your 
throne for all generations.'" (Psalm 89:3,4). 


And further: 


"And I will make him the first-born, the highest of the kings of the earth. 
My steadfast love I will keep for him for ever, and my covenant will stand 
firm for him. I will establish his line for ever and his throne as the days 
of the heavens. If his children forsake my law and do not walk according to 
my ordinances, if they violate my statutes and do not keep my commandments, 
then I will punish their transgression with the rod and their iniquity with 
scourges; but I will not remove from him my steadfast love, or be false to my 
faithfulness. I will not violate my covenant, or alter the word that went 
forth from my lips. Once for all I have sworn by my holiness; I will not lie 
to David. His line shall endure for ever, and his throne as long as the sun 
before me. Like the moon it shall be established forever; it shall stand firm 
while the skies endure." 

(Psalms 89:27-37). 


This Covenant says that David's throne will exist forever, and David's 
descendants will exist forever. God says loud and clear, "I will not violate 
My Covenant." This is very important 
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because the Covenant-breaking Baha'is say just exactly the opposite--they say 
that God broke His Covenant with David. But God says here that He will not 
break His Covenant. Who's the liar, God, or these Covenant-breaking Baha'is? 
God makes a Covenant to prevent us from going astray and following just any 
old person who arises and says, for instance, "Look at me, I'm Jesus," or 
"Look at me, I'm Christ." The Covenant protects us from going astray and 
falling for someone's gimmick. 

The Covenant concerning the throne of David is the most important thing we 
need to understand. God does not break His Covenants. He's going to establish 
David's throne forever. And Baha'u'llah's father sat on that throne, which 
goes all the way back through the exilarchs to King Jehoiachin, and from 
Jehoiachin back to Solomon and back to David himself. There has not been a 
break in the continuation of this throne--it goes from Baha'u'llah directly 
back to King David. 

Another passage referring to this Covenant with David is in the Second 
Book of Samuel, the seventh chapter, verses 13-17: 


"'He shall build a house for my name, and I will establish the throne of his 
kingdom forever. I will be his father, and he shall be my son. When he 
commits iniquity, I will chasten him with the rod of men, with the stripes of 
the sons of men; but I will not take my steadfast love from him, as I took it 
from Saul, whom I put away from before you. And your house and your kingdom 
Shall be made sure for ever before me; your throne shall be established 
forever.' In accordance with all these words, and in accordance with all this 
vision, Nathan spoke to David." 


Here God gives this Covenant through the prophet Nathan. Nathan was 


David's son, as was Solomon. Nathan was a prophet, but Solomon was the son of 
David who inherited David's throne and became the next king. In the third 
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chapter of Luke, the genealogy of Jesus Christ goes back to David, not 
through King Solomon, but through Nathan the prophet. This is why Jesus said 
that His throne was not of this world (John 18:36). Baha'u'llah, on the other 
hand, sat upon David's throne as a direct descendant of David and all the 
kings down to Himself. 


The most important thing that the people need to realize is that the reigning 
Messiah seated on David's throne has come. This throne has been established, 
and it's forever. Baha'u'llah continues this throne in His Covenant. This is 
very, very important because it ratifies that Baha'u'llah fulfills the 
prophecies for the coming of the second Messiah, and then He continues this 
throne in His descendants on down. 

The Book of Revelations describes a book written on the inside and on the 
back cover (Revelations 5:1). This is 
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Baha'u'llah's Covenant appointing His Son 'Abdu'l-Baha to succeed Him on the 
throne of David. Written "on the back cover" is the Will and Testament of 
‘Abdu'l-Baha, which delineates the provisions of the Covenant of Baha'u'llah 
and the institutions of the Kingdom of God on earth. This Will and Testament 
continues the throne of David in the sons of 'Abdu'l-Baha. It cannot be 
separated from Baha'u'llah's Covenant, therefore Baha'u'llah's Covenant and 
The Will and Testament together are described as a book written on the inside 
and on the back cover. 

We will be looking at Baha'u'llah's Covenant and the Will and Testament 
of 'Abdu'l-Baha, which establish the throne of David in the world forever. If 
anyone wants to break this Covenant, no matter what pretext they give, be it, 
"God broke His Covenant," or anything else, we should let them go ahead and 
break the Covenant. They will have to pay the penalty for being a Covenant- 
breaker. This Covenant is inviolable, that is it cannot be violated. It must 
continue forever because this is God's Covenant and God is all-powerful. 
Anybody who violates the Covenant merely separates himself from the Cause of 
God and is for the fire. And with the great trouble in the Middle East, we're 
ready for the fire. 

We will start by looking at Baha'u'llah's Kitab-i-Ahd, which means "Book 
of the Covenant." Before we begin, we need to define two Arabic words which 
we will come across. The first word is "Aghsan." This is an Arabic word which 
translates into English as "branch," meaning son. In the Orient they use the 
word "branch" to refer to a son. The Bible also uses the word "branch,": 
where it says a "branch" will come forth out of the root of Jesse, this means 
a "son." The other word is "Afnan," which is the plural for "twig." This 
refers to the collateral relatives of the Bab, who were descendants of 
Muhammad as was the Bab. The Aghsan and Afnan lineages intermarried in the 
genealogy of the guardian Shoghi Effendi, which will be discussed further on. 

The entire Kitab-i-Ahd is quoted here with pauses for explanation. The 
text is enclosed in quotation marks and the commentary is set off by two 
hyphens. Words or phrases in parentheses within the holy text are in the 
original version from which the text is quoted. 


This version of the Kitab-i-Ahd is taken from the 
compilation Baha'i World Faith (Wilmette, Illinois: Baha'i 
Publishing Trust, 1956 edition), pp. 207-211. 
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THE KITAB-I-AHD 


"Although the Most High Horizon is devoid of trivial possessions of the 
earth, we have nevertheless bequeathed unto our heirs a noble and peerless 
heritage within the treasure-house of trust and resignation." 

--"The Most High Horizon" is the Revelation of Baha'u'llah. Baha'u'llah 
begins by saying He is leaving a heritage. This Book of the Covenant serves 
as a will leaving to His descendants the throne of David. 


"We have left no treasure nor have we added to man's pains. 

"By the Life of God! In earthly riches fear is hidden and peril is concealed. 
Consider, then take warning by what the God of Mercy hath revealed in the 
Qur'an:- 

‘Woe unto those who malign and speak evil of their fellows; who hoard earthly 
goods and count their riches.' 

"Earthly possessions are unstable; wherefore whatsoever passeth or suffereth 
vicissitudes is unworthy of regard except to a limited measure. 

"In bearing hardships and tribulations and in revealing verses and expounding 
proofs, it has been the purpose of this oppressed One to extinguish the fire 
of hate and animosity, that, haply, the horizons of the hearts of mankind be 
illumined with the light of concord and attain real tranquility. 

"The light of the following utterance shineth from the horizon of the Divine 
Tablet, which should be observed by all: Oh people of the world! I counsel 
you to act in a manner which shall tend to elevate your stations. Cling to 
divine virtue and obey the divine law. Truly I say, the tongue is for 
mentioning that which is good; do not defile it by evil speech...'God hath 
forgiven your past ways.'" 


--Here Baha'u'llah tells us that when you accept His Covenant, at that 
particular point your past ways are forgiven. As all rivers lead to the sea, 
all lives, all religions, and all pathways lead to God. If your pathway 
brings you to God and you recognize it, and you accept this Covenant, then 
your past ways are forgiven. He does not say, "Your ways are forgiven," but 
rather your past ways. He then continues and adds on to this, telling us what 
it means to have your past ways forgiven. 


"You must henceforth speak that which is worthy. Shun reviling, maligning, 
and whatsoever will offend your fellowmen. 
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"Man's station is great. Ere this, the following exalted words have flowed 
forth from the pen of Abha: 

"This is a Day great and blessed. Whatsoever was hidden in man is today being 
revealed. The station of man is great, were he to cling to truth and 
righteousness and be firm and steadfast in the Cause. Before the God of 
Mercy, a true man appears like unto heaven. The sun and the moon of that 
heaven are his sight and hearing and its stars are his shining attributes. 
His station is the highest and his signs are the educator of the world. 

"In this Day, every believer who discovered the fragrance of the garment and 
turned with a pure heart unto the most high horizon is indeed recorded in the 
Crimson Tablet as of the people of Baha." 


--Baha'u'llah refers to His Revelation as a garment. Jesus also spoke along 
the same lines. He said that when the Manifestation of God comes, He doesn't 
patch up the old garment with new patches; the old garment might fall off and 
nothing would be left but the patches (Matthew 9:16). When the Manifestation 
of God comes He brings a completely new garment. Those who "discover the 
fragrance of the garment" are those who discover this Revelation. 


"Hold the chalice of My grace in My name. Then drain it in my mention, the 
mighty, the wonderful! 

"Oh people of the world! The religion of God is to create love and unity; do 
not make it the cause of enmity and discord." 

--The word "religion" comes from the Latin word religio which means "to 
unify." The religion of God must create love and unity among the sons of men. 


"All that is regarded by men of insight and the people of the most lofty 
outlook as the means for safeguarding and effecting the peace and tranquility 
of man, has flowed from the Supreme Pen. But the ignorant ones who are the 
victim of self and desire, are heedless of the consummate wisdom of the truly 
wise One, and their words and deeds are prompted by fancy and superstition. 
"Oh ye chosen of God and His trusted ones! Kings are the manifestors of God's 
power and the source of His majesty and affluence. Pray ye in their behalf. 
The government of the earth has been vouchsafed unto them. But the hearts of 
men He decreed unto Himself. He forbade conflict and strife - a rigid 
prohibition in the Book. This is the decree of God in this most great 
Manifestation; and God hath preserved it from annulment and clothed it with 
the broidered garment of confirmation. Verily, He is the all-knowing, the 
all-wise!

"It is incumbent upon all to support those rulers and chiefs of state who are 
adorned with the raiment of justice and equity. Blessed are the rulers and 
the learned in el-Baha! They verily are My trustees amongst My servants, and 
the sources of My decrees amongst My people. Upon them rest My Baha, My 
mercy, and My grace which hath encircled the world! 

"Anent this matter,..." 


--The word "Anent" means to pay special attention to what He will say next. 
This is where He appoints His Son, 'Abdu'l-Baha, to be His successor. 


“ ,... We have revealed in the book of Aqdas the following words which radiate 
the light of divine mercy: 

"Oh my Branches! A mighty power and supreme potency is hidden and concealed 
in the world of being. Focus your gaze upon it and upon the direction of its 
unity, not upon the differences which are apparent therein. 

"God's Will and Testament enjoins upon the branches, the twigs, and the 
kinsfolk, one and all, to gaze unto the most great Branch. Consider what we 
have revealed in my Book of Aqdas to wit:" 


--When Baha'u'llah says, "Oh my Branches," He is saying, "Oh my sons." He had 
more than one son. When speaking of a "Mighty power and supreme potency" 
which is "hidden and concealed in the world of being," Baha'u'llah is 
referring to the Davidic kingship. 


"'When the sea of My presence is exhausted and the Book of Origin hath 
reached its end, turn you unto him ('Abdu'l-Baha) who is desired by God - he 
who is issued from this ancient Root.'" 


--Baha'u'llah is speaking of His fulfillment of the prophecy of Isaiah 11:1 
which says, "There shall come forth a shoot from the stem of Jesse, and a 
branch shall grow out of his roots." Baha'u'llah is the Ancient Root from 
which the Branch, 'Abdu'l-Baha, grows out, as prophesied in Isaiah. 

"The purpose of this sacred verse is the most great Branch. Thus have we 
declared the matter as a favor on our part, and we are the gracious, the 
beneficent!" 


--'Abdu'l-Baha was referred to as the Most Great Branch and His brother, 
Muhammad Ali, was referred to as the Great Branch. The word "el-Akbar" means 
"Great" and "el A'sam" means "Most Great". Here Baha'u'llah appoints both of 
His sons to succeed Him, but first 'Abdu'l-Baha and then the other son. 
Because 'Abdu'l-Baha's son died in infancy, leaving Him without any male 
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heirs, Baha'u'llah appointed 'Abdu'l-Baha's brother to succeed to this 
kingship after 'Abdu'l-Baha's passing. 


"God hath, verily, decreed the station of the great Branch next to that of 
the most great Branch. Verily He is the wise ordainer. We have chosen el- 
Akbar after the el'Asam, as a command on the part of God, the all-knowing, 
the omniscient. 

"All must regard the other Branches with affection, but God hath not decreed 
unto them any right to the people's property." 


--This means that the other sons of Baha'u'llah besides the Most Great Branch 
and the Great Branch do not have the right to the Davidic kingship. 


"Oh my branches, my twigs, and my kinsfolk! I counsel you to manifest divine 
virtue, and to act in accord with the Law, and with whatsoever is befitting 
and will elevate your stations. 

"Truly I say, virtue is the greatest commander which leads the Cause of God 
to victory, and the legions which deserve this commander are pure, sanctified 
and praiseworthy deeds and attributes. 

"Say: Oh servants! Do not make the cause of order a cause for disorder, nor 
the means of unity a means for disunity." 


--Baha'u'llah is saying, "I'm giving you this Covenant. Don't mess it up." 
Don't go inventing something else like the Covenant-breaking Hands did. He 
gives the Covenant as a means of unity, and when the Covenant-breakers devise 
something else such as their republic of God, saying that God broke His own 
Covenant, the mass of Baha'is shouldn't have followed them. They should have 
known the Hands were full of baloney when they said God broke His Covenant. 


"It is hoped that the people of Baha will observe the sacred verse: 'Say, all 
are created by God.' This lofty utterance is like unto water for quenching 
the fire of hate and hostility which is hidden and stored in men's hearts and 
minds. This single utterance will cause the various sects and creeds to 
attain the light of true unity. Verily He speaketh truth and guideth to the 
right path; and He is the mighty, the glorious, the omnipotent. 

"For the honor of the Cause and the promotion of the Word --it is necessary 
that all shall respect and have regard for the Branches. This command has 
been recorded once and again in the divine Book. Blessed is he who obeys 
whatsoever hath been ordained on the part of God, the ancient ruler. All 
shall also have respect for the women-members of Our household and for the 
afnan and kinsfolk. We likewise counsel you to serve mankind and bring peace 
to the world. 
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"All that leads to the quickening of the peoples and the salvation of the 
world hath been revealed from the kingdom of utterance by the Lord of 
mankind. Hearken to the exhortations of the Supreme Pen with ideal ears. 
These are preferable unto you above all that is on the earth. Whereunto 
beareth witness my Book, the blessed, the glorious!" 
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--That concludes the Covenant of Baha'u'llah, but there is an addendum which 
tells us the next Manifestation will not come for another one thousand years: 


"Whoso layeth claim to a Revelation direct from God, ere the expiration of a 
full thousand years, such a man is assuredly a lying impostor. We pray to God 
that He may graciously assist him to retract and repudiate such a claim. 
Should he repent, God will, no doubt, forgive him. If, however, he persisteth 
in his error, God will, assuredly, send down one who will deal mercilessly 
with him. Terrible, indeed is God in punishing! Whosoever interpreteth this 
verse otherwise than it's obvious meaning is deprived of the spirit of God 
and of His mercy which encompasseth all created things. Fear God, and do not 
follow your idle fancies. Nay, rather follow the bidding of your Lord, the 
Almighty, the All-Wise." 


--This addendum prevents people who come after Baha'u'llah from saying that 
they are another Manifestation and then doing away with the Davidic kingship 
and everything else. 

Although Baha'u'llah appointed Muhammad Ali, the Great Branch, to succeed 
‘Abdu'l-Baha, after Baha'u'llah's passing Muhammad Ali came to 'Abdu'1-Baha. 
He said to Him, "Abdu'l-13aha, we're both in the Covenant to succeed 
Baha'u'llah." 

"Yes," 'Abdu'l-Baha said, "first Me and then you." 

Muhammad Ali then said, "I want to lead the Faith jointly with You." 
'Abdu'l-Baha said, "No, two can't do that, it has to be one, then the other. 
I'm first, then you." 

Muhammad Ali said, "But I might not outlive You." 

‘Abdu'l-Baha said, "That's tough, but you're many years My junior and there's 
no reason why you can't." 

Muhammad Ali did outlive 'Abdu'l-Baha by many years, but he made war on 
‘Abdu'l-Baha during His lifetime. He aroused 
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suspicion against 'Abdu'l-Baha in Akka and Haifa where they lived, causing 
the Turkish government which was ruling Palestine to send a committee of 
investigation to 'Abdu'l-Baha. This resulted in 'Abdu'l-Baha being returned 
to prison. 'Abdu'l-Baha, after all of this, used His prerogative of expelling 
Muhammad Ali from the kingdom. 

Then 'Abdu'l-Baha adopted a son who became His successor. This was 
provided for in the 49th chapter of Genesis, verse 10 (KJV). Here Jacob says, 
"The sceptre shall not depart from Judah, nor a lawgiver from between his 
feet, until Shiloh come; and unto him shall the gathering of the people be." 
Between the feet or legs are the reproductive organs, thus this verse tells 
us that the kingship will depart from the bloodline descendancy of the tribe 
of Judah when Shiloh comes. 

With Shiloh being born in 1914 as the 7th Angel who will establish the 
kingdom of God on earth, the bloodline descendancy within the royal line of 
the tribe of Judah came to an end. From the time of David to the coming of 
this adoption, the throne was passed from father to son in an unbroken line 
of blood descendants. By having this adoption take place, God opened up the 
throne to all peoples through adoption. 

We will now look closely at certain parts of the Will and Testament, the 
book written on the back of Baha'u'llah's Covenant. Many people are handed 
this Will and Testament, and upon reading it they don't get the meat out of 
it, and they miss the main point. 

The first part we will look at tells us to teach the Cause. In the Baha'i 
Faith there is no clergy, as in early Christianity there was no clergy--all 
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the Christians taught the Cause. Later on a clergy was established. 
Baha'u'llah outlawed a clergy being established in the Baha'i Faith and, 
‘Abdu'1l-Baha continues this principle of everybody teaching. 

We will begin on the top of page 10 of 'Abdu'l-Baha's Will and Testament. 
The same notations used in looking at the Kitab-i-Ahd will be used to 
distinguish the commentary from the text. 

The text used is The Will and Testament of 'Abdu'l-Baha (Wilmette, 
Illinois: Baha'i Publishing Trust), issued by the National Spiritual Assembly 
of the Baha'is of the United States and Canada, 1944, pp. 10-15. 
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THE WILL AND TESTAMENT OF 'ABDU'L-BAHA 

"0 ye that stand fast in the Covenant! When the hour cometh that this wronged 
and broken-winged bird will have taken its flight unto the celestial 
Concourse..." 


--Here 'Abdu'l-Baha refers to Himself as a "wronged and broken winged bird." 


“,..when it will have hastened to the Realm of the Unseen and its mortal 
frame will have been either lost or hidden neath the dust, it is incumbent 
upon the Afnan, that are steadfast in the Covenant of God, and have branched 
from the Tree of Holiness; the Hands, (pillars) of the Cause of God, (the 
glory of the Lord rest upon them), and all the friends and loved ones, one 
and all to bestir themselves and arise with heart and soul and in one accord, 
to diffuse the sweet savors of God, to teach His Cause and to promote His 
faith. It behooveth them not to rest for a moment, neither to seek repose. 
They must disperse themselves in every land, pass by every clime and travel 
throughout all regions. Bestirred, without rest and steadfast to the end they 
must raise in every land the triumphal cry "0 Thou the Glory of the Glories!" 
(Ya Baha'il'Abha), must achieve renown in the world wherever they go, must 
burn brightly even as a candle in every meeting, and must kindle the flame of 
divine love in every assembly; that the light of truth may rise resplendent 
in the midmost heart of the world, that throughout the East and throughout 
the West a vast concourse may gather under the shadow of the Word of God, 
that the sweet savors of holiness may be diffused, that faces may shine 
radiantly, hearts be filled with the Divine spirit and souls be made 
heavenly. 

"In these days, the most important of all things is the guidance of the 
nations and peoples of the world. Teaching the Cause is of utmost importance 
for it is the head corner-stone of the foundation itself. This wronged 
servant has spent his days and nights in promoting the Cause and urging the 
peoples to service. He rested not a moment, till the fame of the Cause of God 
was noised abroad in the world and the celestial strains from the Abha 
Kingdom roused the East and the West. The beloved of God must also follow the 
same example. This is the secret of faithfulness, this is the requirement of 
servitude to the Threshold of Baha! 

"The disciples of Christ forgot themselves and all earthly things, forsook 
all their cares and belongings, purged themselves of self and passion and 
with absolute detachment scattered far and wide and engaged in calling the 
peoples of the world to the Divine Guidance, till at last they made the world 
another world, illumined the surface of the earth and even to their last hour 
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proved self-sacrificing in the pathway of that Beloved One of God. Finally in 
various lands they suffered glorious martyrdom. Let them that are men of 
action follow in their footsteps!" 


--The next paragraph is very important. It pertains to the continuation of 
the Davidic kingship in 'Abdu'l-Baha's Will and Testament. 


"0 my loving friends! After the passing away of this wronged one, it is 
incumbent upon the Aghsan (Branches), the Afnan (Twigs) of the Sacred Lote- 
Tree, the Hands (pillars) of the Cause of God and the loved ones of the Abha 
Beauty to turn unto Shoghi Effendi--the youthful branch branched from the two 
hallowed and sacred Lote-Trees and the fruit grown from the union of the two 
offshoots of the Tree of Holiness,...." 


--Here He talks about the Lote tree. The Lote tree is the banyan tree, and in 
the time of Buddha it was the Bo tree. This tree grows many trunks, and it 
keeps getting wider until it becomes from fifteen to twenty five feet wide. 
In the Orient they plant these trees at the end of dead end streets. This is 
a tree beyond which there is no passing, thus it is symbolic of the 
Manifestation of God. 

Each of these Manifestations has something that we don't have--They have 
the Holy Spirit. For example Jesus was born of the Holy Spirit, He was raised 
of the Holy Spirit, and the Holy Spirit descended upon Him as a dove. As we 
turn to the Manifestations that have the logos, which is the Thought of God 
expressed in a word, we take on the divine virtues and the divine qualities. 
We cannot go past the Manifestations and go on to God to learn about God 
without Them, because we don't have the Holy Spirit--we can only receive the 
Holy Spirit from Them. This is called our branch of the Holy Spirit. 

Here 'Abdu'l-Baha refers to Shoghi Effendi as descended from the two 
hallowed and sacred Lote-Trees: the Bab and Baha'u'llah. Shoghi Effendi's and 
his father's family name and title was "Afnan," meaning the collateral 
relatives of the Bab, Who were descended from Muhammad like the Bab. Shoghi 
Effendi was also a descendant of Baha'u'llah through 'Abdu'l-Baha's daughter. 
When 'Abdu'l-Baha appointed Shoghi Effendi, the descendants of Muhammad and 
the descendants of David became united in a guardian. 

'Abdu'l-Baha referred to Shoghi Effendi as the guardian of the Cause of 
God, whereas 'Abdu'l-Baha's son, Mason Remey, is the first guardian of the 
Baha'i Faith, being the first Aghsan to be guardian. When Shoghi Effendi 
appointed 'Abdu'l-Baha's son, the kingship passed from the tribe of Judah to 
the gentiles. The purpose of this happening is that the Davidic kingship is 
for the unification of the world. As all of the peoples of the world will 
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come into unity under this guardianship, the throne of David is now open to 
all the peoples of the world through adoption. This is the Plan of God as we 
read before in the verse from Genesis, in which Jacob said that the Davidic 
kingship wouldn't pass from between the feet or legs of Judah until the 
coming of Shiloh. (Genesis 49:10). 


Continuing in the Will: 


“ ...as he is the sign of God, the chosen branch, the guardian of the Cause 
of God, he unto whom all the Aghsan, the Afnan, the Hands of the Cause of God 
and His loved ones must turn." 


--Here 'Abdu'l-Baha makes the descendancy of David the guardian of the Cause 
of God, just as a bank has guards to keep the money from being stolen or an 
estate might have some guard dogs to guard the estate. The purpose of the 
Davidic kingship is to guard the Baha'i Faith from falling into the hands of 
the mischief makers who want to take over the Cause and pervert it for their 
own benefit. This happened with the passing of Shoghi Effendi. 
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When Shoghi Effendi passed away he had already appointed Mason Remey, 
'Abdu'l-Baha's son, to be his successor. The Will and Testament gives two 
provisions which the one the guardian appoints must fulfill: 1) he must be a 
descendant of Baha'u'llah, an Aghsan, and 2) he must be appointed by the 
previous guardian. (We will be reading this shortly). These are the two 
qualifications for a guardian--there are no other qualifications for us to 
consider. The Will says that all the people must turn to the guardian. 

"He is the expounder of the words of God and after him will succeed the 
first-born of his lineal descendants." 


--In all other religions there is a dispute as to the real meaning of the 
Manifestation's Revelation. God created the Davidic kingship for this day so 
that the guardian will be the expounder of the word. This does not mean that 
we lack the right to investigate and study for ourselves to glean the meaning 
of the writings. But when a squabble or conflict arises--something which 
might split the Faith or cause dissension--then we must accept the guardian's 
word. God provided the guardian, the Davidic king, in order to uphold the 
first principle of Baha'u'llah--the oneness of the world of mankind. God 
provided the guardian in order to avoid a split. 


"The sacred and youthful branch, the guardian of the Cause of God as well as 
the Universal House of Justice, to be universally elected and established, 
are both under the care and protection of the Abha Beauty, under the shelter 
and unerring 
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guidance of His Holiness, the Exalted One (may my life be offered up for them 
both) ." 


--The "both" here refers to the Universal House of Justice and the guardian. 
The "Abha Beauty" and the "Exalted One" both refer to Baha'u'llah, this does 
not refer to Baha'u'llah and the Bab. According to Shoghi Effendi and 
'Abdu'l-Baha, the Babi Dispensation came to an end with the coming of 
Baha'u'llah. It lasted 19 years. The Baha'i Faith did not start with the Bab 
in 1844 but with the proclamation of Baha'u'llah in 1863. Therefore the 
Dispensation of Baha'u'llah is the guidance of the Baha'i Faith. Other 
interpretations have been suggested but the guardian Mason Remey has stated 
that this explanation is correct. 


"Whatsoever they decide is of God. Whoso obeyeth him not, neither obeyeth 
them, hath not obeyed God;" 


--Here 'Abdu'l-Baha is clearly referring to the Universal House of Justice 
and the Guardian, thus it is apparent He does not refer to the Bab and 
Baha'u'llah when He says "may my life be offered up for them both." 


"Whoso rebelleth against him and against them hath rebelled against God;" 


--The Covenant-breakers have rebelled against the guardian, and knowing what 
they do, they deliberately go against God. They say that God broke His 
Covenant, and we read that God made a Covenant to Nathan and to David saying 
that He would not break His Covenant with David. God Himself said He would 
not break His Covenant. 

God does not break His Covenant--man breaks Covenants. God is trustworthy. 
Man breaks the Covenant and does it for selfish reasons. The Covenant- 
breakers wanted to usurp the authority of the Baha'i Faith and put forth 
their own concoction in place of what God gave. They decided to lead the 
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Faith down a different path which would lead to the Faith's destruction if it 
continued. 


"Whoso opposeth him hath opposed God; whoso contendeth with them hath 
contended with God; whoso disputeth with him hath disputed with God;" 


--'Abdu'l-Baha is referring to the guardian; whoever goes against the 
guardian goes against God. 


"Whoso denieth him hath denied God;" 
--These Covenant-breakers have denied the guardianship: they deny God. 


"Whoso disbelieveth in him hath disbelieved in God;" 
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--The followers of the Covenant-breakers disbelieve in the guardian because 
the Covenant-breakers tell them to do so: they disbelieve in God. 


"Whoso deviateth, separateth himself and turneth aside from him hath in truth 
deviated, separated himself and turned aside from God." 


--These people who call themselves Baha'is are Covenant-breakers. They have 
turned aside from the guardian, meaning they have broken the Covenant, have 
turned aside from God, and they are out of the Cause. 


"May the wrath, the fierce indignation, the vengeance of God rest upon him!" 


--In other words, there's going to be a calamity, and this calamity will come 
down upon these Covenant-breakers. 


"The mighty stronghold shall remain impregnable and safe through obedience to 
him who is the guardian of the Cause of God. It is incumbent upon the members 
of the House of Justice, upon all the Aghsan, the Afnan, the Hands of the 
Cause of God to show their obedience, submissiveness and subordination unto 
the guardian of the Cause of God, to turn unto him and be lowly before him. 
He that opposeth him hath opposed the True One, will make a breach in the 
Cause of God, will subvert His word and will become a manifestation of the 
Center of Sedition." 


--Here the Will says it is "incumbent" to obey the guardian. "Incumbent" 
means obligatory or necessary. The language here is so strong that no one can 
go against the guardian and claim to be in the Cause of God. The language is 
strong so that any Covenant-breaking Baha'i reading this will know that they 
have broken every provision of 'Abdu'l-Baha's Will and Testament. How can 
anyone claim to be innocent? Anybody reading this Will and Testament can see 
that the Covenant-breakers have broken every single provision of it. But they 
break it under certain pretexts, and 'Abdu'l-Baha says they will do it under 
certain pretexts. They have a whole lingo of pretext under which they break 
the Covenant. 


"Beware, Beware, lest the days after the ascension (of Baha'u'llah) be 
repeated when the Center of Sedition waxed haughty and rebellious and with 
Divine Unity for his excuse deprived himself and perturbed and poisoned 
others. No doubt every vainglorious one that purposeth dissension and discord 
will not openly declare his evil purposes..." 
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--'Abdu'l-Baha is saying that the snakes who are going to break the Covenant 
do not come with a neon sign flashing on and 
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off reading: "I'm breaking the Covenant! I'm breaking the Covenant!" They are 
snakes in the grass--they slither around and break the Covenant, disguising 
themselves in the grass. They slithering around to try to hide their 
violation. 


"Nay rather, even as impure gold, would he seize upon diverse measures and 
various pretexts that he may separate the gathering of the people of Baha. My 
object is to show that the Hands of the Cause of God must be ever watchful 
and so soon as they find anyone beginning to oppose and protest against the 
guardian of the Cause of God cast him out from the congregation of the people 
of Baha and in no wise accept any excuse from him." 

"How often hath grievous error been disguised in the garb of truth, that it 
might sow the seeds of doubt in the hearts of men!" 


--Here is the function of the Hands. If they find anybody turning against the 
guardian they are supposed to cast him out. Yet it was the Hands of the Cause 
of God that turned against the guardian--the ones who were supposed to 
protect the guardianship turned against the guardian himself. 

We will examine the following paragraph very closely. It is very simple 
but sometimes it goes over the heads of the people. 


"0 ye beloved of the Lord! It is incumbent upon the guardian of the Cause of 
God to appoint in his own life-time him that shall become his successor, that 
differences may not arise after his passing." 


--Number one, it says the guardian must appoint in his own lifetime his 
successor. No place in this book or any other book does it say how the 
guardian must appoint his successor, only that he must do it in his lifetime 
and not in a will and testament which only goes into effect after he dies 
(see Hebrews 9:17). During his lifetime he's supposed to name who his 
successor to prevent any confusion after his death. If the appointment were 
in a will and testament there might be confusion. Aside from this, 'Abdu'l- 
Baha leaves how and when the appointment is to be made completely up to the 
guardian as he sees fit. 

Shoghi Effendi, six years before he passed away, appointed Mason Remey to 
be the next guardian in an unusual fashion, but not in a will. If he had 
appointed him in a will it wouldn't have been right. But the Covenant- 
breakers said that since Shoghi Effendi didn't appoint his successor in a 
will the guardianship came to an end. But nowhere does the Will and Testament 
say that the guardian must appoint his successor in a will. In fact, 'Abdu'l- 
Baha clearly instructs the guardian to appoint his successor in any way 
except in a will. 
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"He that is appointed must manifest in himself detachment from all worldly 
things, must be the essence of purity, must show in himself the fear of God, 
knowledge, wisdom and learning... 


--Here 'Abdu'l-Baha explains the qualities that the succeeding guardian must 
possess. But, He leaves it entirely up to the previous guardian to decide if 
he has these qualities or not. It is not up to us to test him to see if he 
has these qualities. Once the guardian has appointed someone, we must accept 
it because only the guardian can know if he has these qualities or not. 
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"Thus should the first-born of the guardian of the Cause of God not manifest 
in himself the truth of the words:-'The child is the secret essence of its 
sire,' that is, should he not inherit of the spiritual within him (the 
guardian of the Cause of God) and his glorious lineage not be matched with a 
goodly character, then must he, (the guardian of the Cause of God) choose 
another 

branch to succeed him." 


--If, after the guardian appoints one to be his successor and he is a son, an 
Aghsan, nobody in this world should question his decision saying, "Does he 
have a goodly character? Does he have this? Does he have that?" The guardian 
has already made his decision when he appoints him that he has this goodly 
character. Nobody but the guardian would know if he does or does not have 
this character. It is not up to anybody else to be this judge--'Abdu'1-Baha 
leaves it entirely up to the guardian. 

If the guardian decides that the first born does not have a goodly 
character, then he must choose another Aghsan--another son--to succeed him. 
In the case of Shoghi Effendi appointing Mason Remey, 'Abdu'l-Baha's son, all 
the rest of His family had broken the Covenant. The entire Holy Family was 
expelled from the Cause by Shoghi Effendi for Covenant-breaking. He could 
appoint nobody other than 'Abdu'l-Baha's adopted son Mason Remey to be His 
successor. Shoghi Effendi appointed 'Abdu'l-Baha's son to be the guardian and 
everybody in the world should accept this. 


"The Hands of the Cause of God must elect from their own number nine persons 
that shall at all times be occupied in the important services in the work of 
the guardian of the Cause of God. The election of these nine must be carried 
either unanimously or by majority from the company of the Hands of the Cause 
of God and these, whether unanimously or by a majority vote, must give their 
assent to the choice of the one whom the guardian of the Cause of God hath 
chosen as his successor. This assent must be given in such wise as the 
assenting and dissenting voices may not be distinguished (i.e., secret 
ballot) ." 
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--Shoghi Effendi said this section regarding the majority vote pertains to 
the election of the nine Hands from among the body of the Hands. All the 
Hands must give their assent to who the guardian of the Cause of God has 
chosen as his successor. That is, they must accept the one who the guardian 
chooses to be his successor or they cannot be a Hand of the Cause. Shoghi 
Effendi ruled on this as did the guardian Mason Remey. 


"0 friends! The Hands of the Cause of God must be nominated and appointed by 
the guardian of the Cause of God." 


--The Hands of the Cause must be nominated and appointed by the Guardian of 
the Cause of God. There is no other way to get the Hands. 


"All must be under his shadow and obey his command." 
--The Hands must be under the shadow of the guardian and obey his commands. 
If, like the Hands say, there is no guardian, then there are no Hands, 


because the Hands must be under the shadow of the guardian and obey his 
commands. If there is no guardian, how can they obey his commands? 
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"Should any, within or without the company of the Hands of the Cause of God 
disobey and seek division, the wrath of God and His vengeance will be upon 
him, for he will have caused a breach in the true Faith of God." 


--If any Hand of the Cause seeks division by doing away with the 
guardianship, like these Hands did, the wrath of God and His vengeance will 
be upon him. 


"The obligations of the Hands of the Cause of God are to diffuse the Divine 
Fragrances, to edify the souls of men, to promote learning, to improve the 
character of all men and to be, at all times and under all conditions, 
sanctified and detached from earthly things. They must manifest the fear of 
God by their conduct, their manners, their deeds and their words. 

"This body of the Hands of the Cause of God is under the direction of the 
guardian of the Cause of God." 


--This body of the Hands is under the direction of the guardian. But these 
Hands saw that if they were going to take over the Cause they had to get rid 
of the guardian--then they would not have to be under his direction. All they 
had to do is get rid of the guard dog to rob the factory. This is exactly 
what the Hands did--they robbed the till, taking over the guardian's fund 
which is called the "Huquq." 


"He must continually urge them to strive and endeavor to the utmost of their 
ability to diffuse the sweet savors of God, and

to guide all the peoples of the world, for it is the light of Divine Guidance 
that causeth all the universe to be illumined. To disregard, though it be for 
a moment, this absolute command which is binding upon everyone, is in no wise 
permitted, that the existent world may become even as the Abha Paradise, that 
the surface of the earth may become heavenly, that contention and conflict 
amidst peoples, kindreds, nations and governments may disappear, that all the 
dwellers on earth may become one people and one race, that the world may 
become even as one home. Should differences arise they shall be amicably and 
conclusively settled by the Supreme Tribunal, that shall include members from 
all the governments and peoples of the world." 


--The Supreme Tribunal is a World Court that will soon be set up. Czar 
Nicholas II was trying to set up the Supreme Tribunal when he set up the 
Hague, or the World Court. Of course, he failed to proclaim Baha'u'llah, and 
it fell. Shoghi Effendi, said that by 1963 the International Baha'i Council 
should become a World Court. He appointed all the members of the 
International Baha'i Council and said that once it became a World Court, then 
the members would be elected, and then it would blossom into the Universal 
House of Justice. This was to take place by the end of this century. 

But the Hands of the Cause of God, with their mischief, aborted the 
International Baha'i Council. They did this so they could do away with the 
next guardian, who was the head of the International Baha'i Council. That is 
how they got rid of the guardianship--by aborting Shoghi Effendi's 
International Baha'i Council. In the place of this Council becoming a World 
Court on Mt. Carmel, which Shoghi Effendi decreed should be set up by 1963, 
they said they would skip the International Tribunal stage and set up the 
Universal House of Justice. Further on in the Will and Testament we will 
look at the criteria for a Universal House of Justice, and it will be very 
apparent that they could not have set up a Universal House of Justice. What 
they set up is just absolutely ridiculous. 
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This International Tribunal will come about after the great catastrophe. 
The International Tribunal will be formed by the first four countries to 
become Baha'i after the catastrophe, which will be the United States, 
England, France, and Russia. These four nations will become Baha'i states and 
will take out the charter for this Tribunal, which will establish peace in 
the world. As the majority of the populations of the other nations become 
Baha'i, by the end of this century we will have the Universal House of 
Justice. It is very important to have a clear understanding of what this 
Supreme Tribunal consists of. 


"0 ye beloved of the Lord! In this sacred Dispensation, conflict and 
contention are in no wise permitted. Every aggressor deprives himself of 
God's grace. It is incumbent upon everyone to

show the utmost love, rectitude of conduct, straight forwardness and sincere 
kindliness unto all the peoples and kindreds of the world, be they friends or 
strangers. So intense must be the spirit of love and loving kindness, that 
the stranger may find himself a friend, the enemy a true brother, no 
difference whatsoever existing between them. For universality is of God and 
all limitations earthly. Thus man must strive that his reality may manifest 
virtues and perfections, the light whereof may shine upon everyone. The light 
of the sun shineth upon all the world and the merciful showers of Divine 
Providence fall upon all peoples. The vivifying breeze reviveth every living 
creature and all beings endued with life obtain their share and portion at 
His heavenly board. In like manner, the affections and loving kindness of the 
servants of the One True God must be bountifully and universally extended to 
all mankind. Regarding this, restrictions and limitations are in no wise 
permitted. 

"Wherefore, 0 my loving friends! Consort with all the peoples, kindreds and 
religions of the world with the utmost truthfulness, uprightness, 
faithfulness, kindliness, good-will and friendliness, that all the world of 
being may be filled with the holy ecstasy of the grace of Baha, that 
ignorance, enmity, hate and rancor may vanish from the world and the darkness 
of estrangement amidst the peoples and kindreds of the world may give way to 
the Light of Unity. Should other peoples and nations be unfaithful to you 
show your fidelity unto them, should they be unjust toward you show justice 
towards them, should they keep aloof from you attract them to yourself, 
should they show enmity be friendly towards them, should they poison your 
lives, sweeten their souls, should they inflict a wound upon you, be a salve 
to their sores. Such are the attributes of the sincere! Such are the 
attributes of the truthful." 


--Now we are coming to a very important passage regarding the Universal House 
of Justice. 


"And now, concerning the Universal House of Justice which God hath ordained 
as the source of all good and freed from all error... 


--This is the first time 'Abdu'l-Baha speaks of something being freed from 
error. In all of history we have never had justice in the world. Other 
Manifestations dwelt on other things --Moses on the Law, Jesus on Love, 
Buddha on Enlightenment, Zoroaster on Purity, and Baha'u'llah on Justice. 
Being unified and not being able to rebel is the worst thing that could 
happen to a people if there was no justice. In order to have world unity, one 
thing has to be established and established well--that in this unity there 
must be absolute justice. Then there will be no more reason for rebelling. 
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The Universal House of Justice is different from the Supreme Tribunal. God 
has ordained the Universal House of Justice as the source of all good and 
freed from all error. That means justice without error. 


"It must be elected by universal suffrage." 

--Universal suffrage means that people all over the world will vote. 
"That is by the believers." 

--When it is elected all over the world, those voting must be Baha'is. 


"Its members must be manifestations of the fear of God and daysprings of 
knowledge and understanding, must be steadfast in God's faith and the well- 
wishers of all mankind. By this House is meant the Universal House of 
Justice, that is, in all countries a secondary House of Justice must be 
instituted... 


--'Abdu'l-Baha says all countries must have the secondary House of Justice. 
The Covenant-breaking Baha'is, in 1963, elected what they call a Universal 
House of Justice, but just a few countries elected it. No country from behind 
the iron curtain or the bamboo curtain participated in this, and no country 
in the world had a secondary House of Justice. 


"In all countries a secondary House of Justice must be instituted, and these 
secondary Houses of Justice must elect the members of the Universal one." 


--There was not a single Baha'i country in the world and not a single 
secondary House of Justice. They elected it by National Spiritual Assemblies 
which are not Houses of Justice. Bogus as a nine dollar bill. Bogus as bogus 
can be. 


"Unto this body all things must be referred. It enacteth all ordinances and 
regulations that are not to be found in the explicit Holy Text." 


--The Universal House of Justice cannot regulate those things found in the 
explicit Holy Text. That means they cannot change a word of this Will and 
Testament. But the phony Universal House of Justice that the Covenant- 
breakers elected said that the guardianship came to an end. They separated 
themselves from the guardianship, but it has already been explicitly stated 
that there would be a guardianship; God said to David and to Nathan and to 
Solomon that this Davidic kingship would last forever. The Covenant-breakers 
said it came to an end. It didn't come to an end, they just hijacked the 
Baha'i Faith, and the people were asleep at the switch, so to speak. All the 
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Baha'is had this book in their hands when they did this. How could they allow 
this violation to happen when 'Abdu'l-Baha makes these things so clear? They 

are dead, rotten meat. Baha'u'llah says that the carrion will be preyed upon 

by ferocious beasts in His Kitab-i-Iqan (Book of Certitude). 


"By this body, all the difficult problems are to be resolved and the guardian 


of the Cause of God is it's sacred head and the distinguished member for life 
of that body." 
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--These Covenant-breakers do not have a guardian at the head of their 
Universal House of Justice. How can they have a Universal House of Justice-- 
how can they have a body without a head? You can't have a head without a body 
or a body without a head. Both have to exist. At the time of 'Abdu'l-Baha's 
passing an embryonic guardian and an embryonic Universal House of Justice 
existed. When all the nations become Baha'i this embryo will become a 
Universal House of Justice with the guardian at its head. Without the 
guardian at its head and without it being elected by secondary Houses of 
Justice, there is no Universal House of Justice. They have a bogus, 
ridiculous republic. 


"Should he not attend in person its deliberations, he must appoint one to 
represent him. Should any of the members commit a sin injurious to the common 
weal, the guardian of the Cause of God hath at his own discretion the right 
to expel him, whereupon the people must elect another one in his stead. This 
House of Justice enacteth the laws and the government enforceth them. The 
legislative body must reinforce the executive, the executive must aid and 
assist the legislative body so that through the close union and harmony of 
these two forces, the foundation of fairness and justice may become firm and 
strong, that all the regions of the world may become even as Paradise 
itself." 


--In other words the executive branch consists of the guardianship and the 
Hands of the Faith, just like the President of the United States has a 
cabinet. There is also a legislative body, the Universal House of Justice, 
like the United States has the Congress. 

In the Baha'i Faith there are only two branches of government, the 
executive and the legislative, while in the United States there are three: 
the legislative, the executive, and the judicial. The Universal House of 
Justice serves as the legislative and the judicial. 


"0 Lord, my God! Assist Thy loved ones to be firm in Thy Faith, to walk in 
Thy ways, to be steadfast in Thy Cause. Give them Thy grace to withstand the 
onslaught of self and passion, to follow the light of Divine Guidance. Thou 
art the Powerful, the Gracious, the Self-Subsisting, the Bestower, the 
Compassionate, the Almighty, the All-Bountiful. 
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"0 friends of 'Abdu'l-Baha! The Lord, as a sign of His infinite bounties, 
hath graciously favored His servants by providing for a fixed money offering 
(Huquq), to be dutifully presented unto Him though He, the True One and His 
servants have been at all times independent of all created things, and God 
verily is the All-Possessing, exalted above the need of any gift from His 
Creatures. This fixed money offering, however, causeth the people to become 
firm and steadfast and draweth Divine increase upon them. It is to be offered 
through the guardian of the Cause of God, that it may be expended for the 
diffusion of the Fragrances of God and the exaltation of His word, for 
benevolent pursuits and for the common weal." 


--This is very, very important. The money offering called the Huquq is to be 
offered to the guardian. We have two branches of government: the legislative 
and judicial, which is the Universal House of Justice, and the executive, 
which is the guardian. The purpose of the Huquq is so that the guardian is 
independent of the legislative for funds. The legislative, which will be a 
world government, will have the right to tax. But perhaps the legislative 
branch, after this kingdom is set up, would decide to starve the guardian 
out. They might not give him any money to carry out his business. Then they 
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could do as they please--starve him out and do away with the guardianship. So 
to give the guardian some independence, God has fixed a money offering for 
him to carry out the executive duty, which is the diffusion of the sweet 
fragrances of God. 

The Covenant-breaking Hands had their eye on this money that was to be 
paid to the guardian. After they separated themselves from the guardian, they 
had the Huquq paid to them. Since the setting up of their phony Universal 
House of Justice in 1963, this "House of Justice" collects the Huquq. We have 
a Baha'i-gate on our hands. They are pilfering the money that is to be paid 
to God through the guardian. They have stolen it, hijacked it. embezzled it. 

This is a felony punishable in a court of law. These Covenant-breaking 
Baha'is have their phony House of Justice in Israel which is where they are 
doing the hijacking and where they will be brought to justice. It will 
resound throughout the world in the news media, just like the PTL ministry 
debacle. It will seem to people like yet another example of the religious 
fighting taking place in the Middle East. You may wonder, "Why go to Israel 
and bring the Covenant-breakers to justice and create another big scene?" 

Why did Jesus go into the temple and overturn the tables of the 
moneychangers? He took a whip, beat them, and drove them out of the temple. 


He said, "You have turned My Father's house into a den of thieves." (Matthew 
21:13). This is exactly what the 
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Covenant-breaking Hands have done. They have turned the House of God into a 
house of thieves. They have taken over the Faith to steal the money and to 
take over the authority. They know what the Will and Testament says. 
Everybody in the Faith knows what the Will and Testament says, but the Hands 
saw that the Baha'is didn't give a darn. They were asleep. They didn't read 
the Will and Testament. Like Baha'u'llah said, wherever the carrion is, the 
ferocious beasts will gather. Carrion means rotten meat, not only dead but 
already rotten, like Lazarus, who was rotting in the grave. These ferocious 
beasts are the Hands of the Faith that assembled and plotted their takeover 
of the Faith. The reason for exposing the Covenant-breakers is to show that 
the Will and Testament is the charter for the kingdom of God on earth and it 
has been violated by these Covenant-breakers on Mt. Carmel. 

Baha'u'llah predicted that this would come about. He said that what is 
written in the Will and Testament would be reversed. One of the things the 
Hands reversed is that according to the Will they should protect the 
guardian, but the Hands named the guardian a Covenant-breaker. 

Earlier in the Will and Testament, in the pages that we didn't read, it 
says that we must avoid entirely the Covenant-breakers. Instead of the 
followers of Baha'u'llah investigating for themselves to see if the guardian 
was a Covenant-breaker, they took the word of the Hands. Nowhere does the 
Will say that the Hands have the authority to proclaim who is and who is not 
a Covenant-breaker. Shoghi Effendi says that only the guardian can determine 
who is a Covenant-breaker. But the Hands said the guardian Mason Remey was a 
Covenant-breaker, and then they said why. They said, "Well, he claims to be 
the guardian of the Cause of God." Just like they nailed Jesus to the Cross 
because He claimed to be the Messiah. 

Mason Remey didn't do anything wrong, he didn't break any provisions of 
the Covenant--he just explained that he was the guardian appointed by Shoghi 
Effendi. There are only two criteria by which we can determine who is a 
guardian: 1) Is he a son? and 2) Is he appointed? We don't look to see if he 
has two left feet or if he parts his hair on the wrong side, or if he's a 
hunchback or if he's black or something else. All we look at is to see if he 
is a son and if he is appointed in the lifetime of the previous guardian. 
Mason Remey fulfilled both of these provisions. 
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God allowed all this to happen as a test to the people to show them that 
they were all asleep. These Covenant-breaking Baha'is are going to go into 
the fire, and they are going to suffer for this. Jesus said that iniquities 
must come but woe betide them by whom they come. He was talking about Judas, 
the betrayal (Matthew 26:24). 
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So here we have the betrayal of the Cause by those that Shoghi Effendi 
appointed as the Hands to help him in his work. God allowed this to happen 
now because maybe one hundred or five hundred years from now, after the 
kingdom is established, someone might say, "I've come up with a scheme to 
take over the kingdom. We'll just say that the guardianship came to an end 
and everybody will believe us, and we'll take over the Cause." If they were 
able to do it now, they would have been able to do it five hundred years down 
the road. But God set a trap for them. He let this happen, and He is going to 
let these people go into the fire to show what the punishment is for doing 
this. So once the kingdom is established it will never happen again. 

How do I know that this was a test? I met with the guardian in 1961 in 
Washington, D.C., and I spent about a week and a half with him. There were 
several other friends with me from Missouri. We had a very enjoyable time, 
and he explained a lot of things to us that were very, very important. 

And among the things that he explained to us, he said, "You people that 
have been firm in the Covenant, that have stuck to the principles of the Will 
and Testament, that accept the continuation of the guardianship, you have 
passed this test. The mass of the Baha'is have not passed this test. But once 
this test 
is passed, and the world accepts this, this will never happen again. This 
shows once and for all that the guardianship does not come to an end. This is 
the purpose of the test." 

In the Qur'an Muhammad said, "Do men think when they say, 'We believe,' 
they shall be let alone and not be put to proof?" (Qur'an 29:2). All the 
things that happen to us are tests. When these tests come they are not on a 
neon sign flashing on and off, saying "This is a test!" Either you know the 
Will and Testament and you go according to it and pass the test, or you have 
a pure heart and pass the test. Otherwise, if you don't know the Will and 
Testament or you don't have a pure heart, you don't pass the test. 

But then he said, "There's going to be another test. The next test is 
going to be a little different from this one. You'll know that there will be 
a guardian, but you won't know who he is." 

Also, he talked for a while, and he told us he'd made a medallion, which 
was a golden nine-pointed star, and each of the points of the star were 
studded with a diamond. He attached it to a gold chain of eighteen links. He 
had made it for the guardian Shoghi Effendi so that when he was in a 
procession, such as the funeral procession of Ben Gurion in Israel which he 
led, the people would know that he was the guardian of the Baha'i Faith. At 
this funeral, Shoghi Effendi led the procession because he was the head of a 
world religion. The other religious figures 
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attending such as cardinals and bishops and rabbis were not the heads of 
their religions; the Pope did not attend in other words. Shoghi Effendi was 
the only one that was the head of a religion so the Israeli Government placed 
him at the head of the procession. 

Shoghi Effendi was dressed in a business suit, wearing a fez, but the 
others were wearing beautiful flowing robes, and they had all kinds of 
regalia and artifacts to designate who they were. The people were wondering 
who was this short fellow dressed in a business suit leading the procession 
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with all the other great prelates following. Mason Remey, who was quite tall, 
six foot six, said that he walked directly behind the guardian with his 
elbows akimbo to keep the other prelates from passing and getting ahead of 
the guardian. 

So he said he decided to make this medallion, but he never found an 
occasion to give it to Shoghi Effendi. We asked him, "Well what are you going 
to do with it?" 

He said, "Well, I don't think that I will wear it, I've had it on several 
times. After I die, the one that you see having this medallion, you'll know 
that he is the next guardian." 

We asked him, "Is this how you're going to appoint your successor?" 

He said, "No." 

And actually, he can't appoint his successor in this manner because it has 
to be a son and it has to be an appointment. But he told us that when you see 
someone with this medallion, you'll know that he is the guardian. 

Then he proceeded to appoint a number of people to be the guardian. The 
first thing he did was to institute another International Baha'i Council. The 
first one, that Shoghi Effendi set up, was aborted in embryo by the Covenant- 
breaking Hands. Mason set up the International Baha'i Council, appointed all 
the members, but called them all Vice Presidents. He gave them rankings such 
as Vice President number one, Vice President number two, and so on, like ina 
bank. He said that if he should die in the coming catastrophe, and if some of 
the Vice Presidents die, the one among the survivors that is highest on the 
list will be the succeeding guardian. 

He had also appointed Joel Marangella in a letter some time before that to 
be the successor, but Mason said that he should not open the letter before 
Mason died, and Joel opened it while Mason was still alive. The International 
Baha'i Council got into a fight, so Mason disbanded the council and it died 
in embryo, it never materialized. Then he appointed another International

Baha'i Council, but this time he called the members the Elders. He had 
twenty-four, each assigned a number: Elder number one, Elder number two, and 
so on. Mason said that if he should die in a common catastrophe, the highest 
one on the list of Elders would be the succeeding guardian. 

In 1966 Mason Remey expelled from the Baha'i Faith the administration that 
Shoghi Effendi had set up. He said it did not have its roots in the Baha'i 
Faith, that as the guardian he had the right to expel it. This set all of the 
friends on end, because they had the misconception that the administration 
under Shoghi Effendi was the Baha'i Faith. Just like the apostles of Jesus at 
the time of the crucifixion thought that he was the reigning Messiah that was 
going to establish the Jews over the rest of the world. They all became 
disbelievers because they thought he was the one who was going to establish 
the kingdom, whereas he was the suffering Messiah. They were confused, and 
therefore, they became disbelievers. The same thing happened when the 
guardian expelled the administration out of the Baha'i Faith. The people 
thought the administration was the Baha'i Faith and, therefore, they became 
disbelievers thinking the guardian had lost his marbles. The only reason they 
thought that was because several people in the Baha'i Faith were spreading 
this lie about Mason to support plans they had to usurp the guardianship, 
especially a person by the name of Rex King. 

Rex King was trying to usurp the guardianship for himself and take over 
the Faith. It gave him fertile ground to attack the guardian once he 
convinced the followers that Mason was getting old and that they needed 
another guardian. After he got all the people away from the guardian and 
following him, he went to the guardian and asked him to appoint him to be 
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regent guardian. The guardian called him the Satan of this era for doing 
this. 

The guardian expelled the administration out of the Baha'i Faith, and of 
course, this was another test to the believers. Most of them failed the test 
and started following different guardians while the guardian was still alive. 
By the time the guardian passed on only a handful of believers was left. The 
purpose of this test was to prove that there is only one way to recognize who 
is the successor guardian. All of the Vice Presidents and Elders, and Joel 
Marangella, who had been appointed, could not possibly be a guardian because 
they were not 
sons, they were not Aghsan. 

Even those who followed the guardian Mason Remey were put through a test. 
He told me and those that were with me that they wouldn't know who is the 
guardian, and that is because they did not understand the Will and Testament. 
The Will and Testament makes it clear that there are two criteria to 
recognize the guardian. 1) He must be a son (Aghsan), and 2) He must be 
appointed in the lifetime of the previous guardian. This is the 
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test that Mason Remey put all the believers through. The friends went after 
all of these other people who claimed to be the guardian. They were looking 
at the qualities of these people, not the criteria which they are required to 
follow by the Will and Testament. 

The one that Mason Remey appointed to be his successor was his adopted 
son. He adopted Joseph Pepe, just like he was adopted by 'Abdu'l-Baha. Pepe 
inherited all of Mason's property, including the diamond studded medallion 
Mason had talked about. But the Baha'is were looking to see if Pepe had the 
spiritual qualities to be the guardian. But if the guardian, Mason Remey, 
appointed him to be the guardian, we must be assured he has these qualities, 
because only the guardian can tell whether or not he has them. It is not up 
to us to decide whether or not the one the guardian chooses has the spiritual 
qualities. This is the test he put them through so that when this kingdom is 
established, people will not be able to monkey with this process that 
'Abdu'l-Baha sets up here that we just got through reading: 1) He must be a 
son, and 2) He must be appointed in the lifetime of the previous guardian. It 
is not up to us to see if he's got two left feet, or if he's a hunchback, or 
black, or whatever. We are not concerned with this. We are concerned with was 
he appointed, and was he a son. 

Pepe fulfilled the two criteria, and he is the guardian today. But when 
the guardian Mason Remey died, there were no believers in the world except my 
wife and I. And we were the two remaining Knights of the Lord. 


(We will get into what happened from this point on in the chapter on the establisher of the Baha'i Faith.) 
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
